MINUTES 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Commission  President  Robert 
Morales  at  1 :05  p.m. 

APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES  FOR  THE  JANUARY  28th.  2000 
COMMISSION  MEETING  (ACTION  ITEM) 

The  minutes  of  the  January  28th,  2000  Commission  meeting  were 
unanimously  approved. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  (DISCUSSION  ONLY) 

Commission  President  Morales  announced  that  Executive  Director 
P.J.  Johnston  had  returned  after  a  leave  of  absence  and  welcomed 
everyone  to  the  year  2000. 

STAFF  REPORT  (DISCUSSION  ONLY) 

Executive  Director  Johnston  thanked  the  Commission  for 
welcoming  him  back.  He  noted  that  he  had  been  meeting  with  local 
industry  professionals,  scheduled  a  trip  to  Locations  2000  and  is 
working  on  improving  the  alliance  with  the  other  Bay  Area 
Commissions. 

He  stated  that  in  the  calendar  year  1999,  544  Use  Agreements 
were  filed,  producing  995  shoot  days.  Over  the  course  of  the  year 
he  hopes  to  be  more  proactive  with  marketing  and  outreach  efforts. 
Updates  will  follow. 

Upcoming  feature  productions  include  SWEET  NOVEMBER 
starring  Keanu  Reeves  and  THE  WEDDING  PLANNER,  with 
Jennifer  Lopez. 

He  announced  the  completion  of  the  Movie  Locations  Book,  which 
is  an  effective  marketing  and  resource  tool  for  the  Commission.  It 
details  many  of  the  filmed  locations  throughout  San  Francisco  and 
organizes  them  by  the  films  in  which  they  appeared. 

Supervisor  Michael  Yaki  is  crafting  legislation  that  sets  guidelines 
on  film  production  within  City  Hall.  He  and  Executive  Director 
Johnston  will  be  meeting  to  discuss  his  concerns. 

FINANCIAL  REPORT  (DISCUSSION  ONLY) 

Executive  Director  Johnston  met  with  other  Department  Heads  to 
talk  about  the  budget  process.  He  will  be  meeting  the 
Commission's  budget  office  representative  in  the  coming  weeks. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS  (DISCUSSION  ONLY) 

President  Morales  announced  that  changes  in  committee 
assignments  would  be  reviewed  in  the  coming  month. 


Commissioner  Alan  Huie,  co-chair  of  the  marketing  committee, 
reviewed  his  attendance  at  the  International  Film  Financing 
Conference,  in  which  there  were  many  participants  from  around  the 
world.  He  believed  it  was  a  very  worth  while  event  as  many 
contacts  were  made  ranging  from  HBO,  Fox  Searchlight  and  Clive 
Barkers  Production  Company.

Commission  President  Morales  announced  that  he  had  tentatively 
negotiated  with  the  Crown  Plaza  Hotel  to  receive  ten  suites,  at  no  charge, 
to  be  used  for  a  Commission  sponsored  FAM  Trip.  He  added  that  he  had 
compiled  a  list  of  industry  professionals  to  invite. 

STAFF  REPORT  (DISCUSSION  ONLY) 

Executive  Director  PJ  Johnston  briefed  the  Commission  on  his  and 
Deputy  Director  Carole  Isaacs'  attendance  at  Showbiz  LA,  where  they 
shared  a  booth  with  other  Commissions  from  Northern  California  and 
made  contacts  with  various  producers  and  location  scouts  from  around 
the  country.  Everybody's  primary  concern  was  the  Screen  Actor's  Strike. 

Director  Johnston  then  informed  the  Commission,  between  the  dates  of 
May  26  and  June  26,  36  Use  Agreements  were  filed  producing  65  shoot 
days. 

Director  Johnston  further  informed  the  Commission  that  in  the  time  since 
the  last  meeting  both  the  Frameline  and  Juneteenth  Film  Festival's  had 
taken  place.  Though  they  opened  on  the  same  night,  both  were 
extremely  successful.  Commissioner  Ruth  Dewson  represented  the 
Commission  at  the  Juneteenth  while  Director  Johnston  attended 
Frameline.

Director  Johnston  then  briefly  described  Governor  Gray  Davis'  Runaway 
Relief  Package  as  a  series  of  measures  designed  to  encourage  filming  in 
California.  The  "Film  California  First  Program"  would  allocate  $15  million 
each  of  the  next  three  years,  to  reimburse  state  and  local  agencies  for  the 
cost  they  incur  for  television  and  film  productions  in  their  jurisdictions,  so 
the  savings  could  be  passed  on  to  the  productions.

COMMISSION  MEETING  (ACTION  ITEM) 

Commissioner  Lily  Chan  made  a  motion  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the 
February  25,  2002  Commission  meeting.  Commissioner  Lynn  Hershman 
seconded  the  motion.  The  minutes  were  unanimously  approved. 

PRESIDENTS  REPORT  (DISCUSSION  ONLY) 

President  Robert  Morales  advised  the  Commission  that  he  and  Vice 
President  Don  Canady  had  met  with  Executive  Director  Martha  Cohen  to 
explore  ideas  for  promoting  San  Francisco  as  a  filming  destination. 

President  Morales  reported  that  he  had  joined  the  Committee  to  bring  the 
Summer  Olympics  of  2012  to  San  Francisco  and  that  the  Olympics  would 
bring  7  billion  dollars  to  the  bay  area.  He  took  questions  from  the 
audience,  and  asked  that  anyone  having  ideas  how  filmmakers  could 
participate  in  the  process  contact  Executive  Director  Martha  Cohen. 

STAFF  REPORT  (DISCUSSION  ONLY) 

Executive  Director  Cohen  began  her  report  by  updating  the  Commission 
on  the  activities  of  The  Incredible  Hulk's  location  department.

The 
Incredible  Hulkw\\\  be  prepping  for  one  week  and  then  filming  for  one 
week  in  San  Francisco.  Outreach  to  the  community  will  continue,  as  the 
film  date  grows  nearer.  They  plan  to  shoot  in  late  April  and  early  May, 
including  3  weeks  on  Treasure  Island.  There  will  be  a  scene  involving  a 
helicopter,  both  in  San  Francisco  and  on  Treasure  Island.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Commission  President  Robert  Morales  at 
11:35  a.m. 

APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES  FROM  THE  OCTOBER  28.  2002  COMMISSION 
MEETING  (ACTION  ITEM) 

Commission  Vice  President  Don  Canady  made  a  motion  to  approve  the  minutes 
of  the  October  28,  2002  Commission  meeting.
